The program will provide a comprehensive and integrated effort to increase the
academic, leadership, and vocational skill level of trainees. The 24 selected
participants will also be learning on-site construction skills by working to construct a
single family home and two apartment units to provide affordable housing for
economically disadvantaged residents.
